Report in, Washington Gover- 
norship at St. Louis Has Been 
Offered to Him. 


The presence in Washington of Frank 
O. Watts, president of the Third Na- 
tional Bank of St. Louis, with Oscar’ 
Finley of Louisville and William McC, 
Martin, directors of the St. Louis re- 
serve bank, has given rise to a report 
there that to Watts has been offered 
the governorship of the Federal reserve 
bank here, 

While he has been reluctant to accept 
the appointment, because he feels he 
has a large work to do with the Third 
National, it is expected that out of pa- 
triotic considerations he will accept. 

Next to that of New York and Chi- 
cago, the St. Louis governorship will 
be the most important in the country. 

When the appointment was first sug- 
vested to Watts, it is said, he demurred, 
but when Secretary McAdoo and others 
urged his acceptance on patriotic 
grounds, he is said to have taken it un- 
der consideration. The fact that he has 
gone to Washington to attend the meet- 
ing of the directors of the Reserve 
Board is taken as indicating his proba- 
hle acceptance. 

The appointment is made by the Re- 
serve District Bank directors and the 
salary is fixed by the sams body, sub- 
ject to the approval of the general re- 
serve board. The salary is understood 
to be more than $26,000 a year.

Crew of Hawke’s Rescue Ship 
Got Glimpse of a Submarine 


LONDON, Oct. 18.—The steamuhio 
Modesta, which picked up 48 survivors 
of the British cruiser Hawke, sunk 
in the North Sea last Thursday, by a 
German submarine, arrived in Christi- 
ania, Norway, last night, says a dis- 
patch from the Copenhagen  corre- 
spondent of Reuter’s. Telegram Co. 
The Modesta picked up the survivors 
from a small boat five hours after 
the disaster, and later transferred 
thém to an English trawler off the 
Scottish coast. 

The crew of the Modesta declared 
that a German submarine appeared 
for a moment off the steamer’s bow. 
on which the Fnglish sallore were 
being taken aboard. The Modesta’s 
crew saw nothing of the catastrophe. 
They cruised in the neighborhood for 
an hour but saw no more survivors.

TOKIO, Oct. 19, 5:30 p. m—lIt is officially announced that 
the Japanese cruiser Takachiho was sunk by a mine in Kiauchau 
Bay Saturday night. 

The Japanese cruiser Takachiho was built in 1885 and refitted 
in 1900. She was a vessel of 3700 tons and was 300 feet long and 
had 46 feet beam. Her main battery consisted of eight 6-inch guns 
and her speed was about 18 knots. 

The Takachiho ordinarily carried a crew of 357 men.

PARIS, Oct. 19.—The War Office’s official announcement this afternoon 
says: 
‘(In Belgium the heavy artillery of the enemy has cannonaded, but with- 
out result, the front from Nieuport to Viadsloo, to the east of Dixmnude, 

‘(The forces of the allies, an dnotably the Belgians, have fiot only re 
pulsed further attacks on the part of the Germans, but have advanced as far 
as Roulers. (Nieuport is 10 miles southwest of Ostend, while Dixmude is 10 
miles south of Nieuport. Roulers is 12 miles northwest of Courtrai, which is 
15 miles northeast of Lille, France.) 

‘‘On our left wing, between the River Lys and the canal of Le Basse, 
we have advanced in the direction of Lille, There has been very stubborn 
fighting on the front from La Basse to Ablain and to St. Nazaira We are 
advancing from house to house in these localities. 

‘‘To the north and to the south of Arras our troops have been fighting | 
without respite for more than 10 days and with a perseverance and « apiris 
which never for a moment has been relaxed. :

(‘Before the leaves fall from the trees here, we shall all be back in the 
dear fatherland.’’

LONDON, Oct. 19.—Thirty-two German 
girla who recently were taken from 
this country back to Germany by Miss 
Daisy Polk of San Francisco, were all 
in favor of Great Britain until they 
reached their own country. Equally 
notable is the fact that % English girls, 
who had been living in Germany prior 
to hostilities and who were brought 
back home, were all in favor of Ger- 
many until they reached home soil. 

The German girls showed a burst of 
their old-time feeling soon after they 
set foot in the Fatherland. They almost 
embraced the first German soldier they 
met after crossing the Dutch frontier. 
and the English girls again became loyal 
to their own country when at Pushing 
they saw the plight of Belgian refugees 
and began to hear England's side of 
the war. 

They were, nevertheless, very loath to 
leave Germany and it required entreat- 
ing letters from parents to move them. 
Even then they left their German friends 
with much weeping. One girl wanted to 
marry a German officer, but she was 
informed by the embassy that marriages 
with enemies of England were not al- 
lowed.

WARSAW NOW SEEMS 
SAFE FROM ATTACK

LONDON, Oct. 19.—A dispatch from 
Vienna, via Amsterdam, to Reuter’s 
Telegram Co., gives an official state- 
ment of the Austrian operations in Gal- 
icla issued by Gen. von Hoefer, the 
deputy chief of the Austrian general 
staff, on Sunday. It te: “ 

“Our attack in the battle on both 
banks of the Striwiaz River south of 
Przemysl, was continued yesterday and 
our troops succeeded in getting close to 
the enemy. At several] points our troops 
were advancing as against a fortress. 
Last night several attacks on Russians 
were repulsed with heavy losses, for 
our heavy artillery is now in action. 

“The pursuit of the enemy north of 
Wyszkow, near the Carpathian Moun- 
tain passes, has continued. In other 
parts our troops have already advanced 
over the Carpathians. 

“The Russian losses during their at- 
tacks on Przemysl are estimated at 
40,000 dead and wounded.” 

The Austrian official statement re- 
garding operations in Galicia, given out 
in Vienna Saturday noon, follows: 

“The battles on the line running 
through Stary, Sambor and Medyn and 
on the River San, are progressing fa- 
vorably, as are also our operations 
against the enemy along the Dniester 
River, north of Wyszkow, the Russians 
were again attacked and repulsed. 

“At Synowuckowyste our troops 
forced a crossing of the Stry River, 
conquered the heights north of Synow- 
uckowysze and pursued the enemy. We 
further occupied the heighta north of 
Podbusz, southeast of Sry and Sam- 
bor, after severe fighting. Our attacks 
north of the Stry River are progress- 
ing. North of Przemysl, on the east 
bank of the San River, our troops are 
gaining ground. Up until now, about 
15,000 prisoners have been taken.” 


WARSAW NOW 
SEEMS TO BE SAFE 


' PETROGRAD, Oct: 0.—The Russian 
General Army Headquarters makes the

“On the front in East Prussia and on 
the Vistula there is nothing new to re- 
port.

South of Przem- 
ysl the fighting continues. At several 
points there were bayonet attacks in 
which we captured 15 Austrian officers 
and more than 1000 soldiers.

Gen. Joffre Took Offensive Sept. 6, Three Days 
After Germans Changed Plan in Their 
Move Against Paris—British Brigade Crossed §

Troops Highly Commended.

LONDON, Oct. 19.—In two long reports made publie here Field Marsha’ 
Sir John French, Commander in Chief of the British forces on the Continen 
recounts with considerable detail the fighting in which the British exp« 
tionary force was engaged during the month ending Sept. 28. 

This fighting included the retirement from Mons southward to the Seine 
and the advance after a most vigorous offensive on the part of the allies, 
back to the River Aisne and the first stage of tho desperate encounters along 
the line of that river, which included the crossing of the stream in the face 


of the determined opposition of the Germans. 


The first report discloses that it was 
Sept. 6 that the allies took the offensive 
which checked the German Gen. von 
Kluck’s advance to the southeast of 
Paris and that it required four days to 


compel the Germans to turn their backs: 


on the French capital. Two days later 
ihe Germans, according to report, were 
hack across the Aisne, having lost heav- 
ily in men, guns and transport in their 
retreat. Then began the battle of the 
Aisne, which lasted for a month and 
the phases of which are dealt with. 
Mentions Long List of Officers. 

In the second report, which is dated 
Oct. 18, Gen. French refers to the até 
tacks and counter-attacks, which were 
still going on when the report was con- 
cluded Sept. 28. 

In an additional report Gen. French 
makes special mention of a long list of 
officers and men whe have distin- 
guished themselves in the fighting. 

The first report, dated Sept. 17, calls 
special attention to the fact that “‘from 
Sunday, Aug. 23, up to thé present date, 
from: Mons ‘back almost to the ‘Geine, 
and from the Seine to the Aisne, the 
army under my command has been 
ceaselessly engaged without ore single 
day's Nalt or rest of any kind.”’ 

Further along Field Marshal French 
says: 

“In spite of very determined resist- 
ance on the part of the enemy, who is 
holding in strength and with great 
tenacity a position peculiarly favorable 
to defense, the battle,. which commenced 
on the evening of the twelfth instant, 
has so far forced the enemy back from 
his first position, secured passage of 
the river and inflicted great loss up- 
on wim, including the capture of over 
2000 prisoners and several guns.”’ 

The dispatch gives details of the re- 
treat on Aug. 28 and 29. Gens. Gough 
and Chetwode with the third and fifth 
cavalry brigades, covered the retreat, 
repulsing the Germans with great loss. 

“The pursuit by the enemy,’ con- 
tinues the report, “was very vigorous. 
Some five or six German corps were 
on the Somme facing the fifth army; on 
the Olse at least two corps were ad- 
vancing toward my front and were 
crossing the Somme east and west of 
Ham, three or four more German corps 
were opposing the sixth French army on 
my left. ; 

Gen. Joffre Visita French. 

“This was the situation when at 1 
o'clock I received a visit from Gen. 
Joffre at my headquarters. I strong- 
ly represented my position to the 
French Commander in Chief, who was 
most kind, cordial and s@mpathetic, as 
he always has been. He told me he had 
directed the fifth French army on the 
Olse to move forward and attack the 
Germans on the Somme with a view to 
checking the pursult. 


“I finally arranged with Gen. Joffra 
to effect a further short retirement to- 
ward the line between Compiegne and 
’ Solssons, promising him, however, to 
do my utmost to keep always within a 
day’s march of him.” 

The Germans were threatening the

British Casualties 
13,541 in 26 Days, 
Gen. French Reports

HE official report .of Gen. 
f French, commanding the

gives the total of British killed, 
, wounded and missing from Sept. 
12 to Oct. 8 as 561 officers and 12,- 
980 men, ! 

The War Office last night issued 
another casualty list received from 
headquarters under date of Sept. 
16. It gives 51 noncommissioned of- 
ficers and men as having been 
killed,, 149 men wounded and 555 
men missing. 

Those killed belonged entirely to 
the Royal Scots, the Royal Irish 
and the East Surrey regiments. 
The East Surreys, the King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers and the Somer- 
set Light Infantry figure largely in 
the missing list. 

Of commissioned officers the list 
gives four killed and five wounded.

‘Germans Driven Across River. 

“Early in the ntorning of the lth,” 
says the report, ‘“‘three corps crossed 
the Ourcg, further pursuit of the enemy 
being practically unopposed—the cavalry 
reaching the line of the Aisne, two bri- 
gades south of Soissons and three bri- 
gades at Couvrelles and Cerseuil on 
the afternoon of Sept. 12. 

“From the opposition encountered by 
the Sixth French Army to the west of 
Soissons and two of our army corps 
south of Missy, and certain other indi- 
cations along the line, I formed the 
opinion that the enemy had for the 
moment, at any rate, arrested his re- 
treat and was preparing to contest the 
passage of the Aisne with some vigor 
south of Soissons, where the Germans 
were holding Mont de Paris against at- 
tack. With the assistance of artillery, 
the Third Corps of the French drove 
them back across the river at Soissons, 
where they destroyed the bridges. 
Heavy artillery fire showed that the 
Sixth French Army was meeting with 
heavy opposition all along the line. 

“On this day the cavalry under Gen. 
Allenby reached the neighborhood of 
Braine and did good work in clearing 
the town and the high ground beyond 
it of strong hostile detachments. The 
Queen’s Bays are particularly men- 
tioned by the General as having aassist- 
ed greatiy in the success of this opera- 
tion, They were well supported by the 
Third Division, which on this night biv- 
ouarked at Brenelie, south of the river.

Germans Made Strong Defense. 

“The Aisne valley runs generally east 
and west, and consists of a fat-bot- 


tomed depression varyiag from half to 
two miles wide, down which the river 
follows a winding course. To the west 
is high ground. Both sides of the river 
for approximately 400 feet above the 
valley are broken into spurs. The most 
prominent slopes and plateaus over- 
looking the Aisne, of varying steepness, 


are covered with patches of wood which” 


extend onto the high ground. Several 
small villages and towns are dotted 
about, chief of which is Soissons. 

“The Aisne is a sluggish stream 170 
feet wide and 15 feet deep in the center 
and is unfordable between Soissons on 
the west and Villiers on the east. On 
the part of the river attacked and se- 
cured by the British forces are 11 road 
bridges. One narrow gauge and a dou- 
ble lime railway run near the river. 

“The position of the enemy was’ very 
strong either for delaying action or fur 
a. defensive battle. One of the chicf 
military characteristics is that, except 
for small stretches on the top of the 
either side cannot be seen 
owing to the woods on the edges of the 
slopes. The tract of country described 
is well adapted for concealment. The 
enemy so skillfully turned this to ac- 
count that it made it impossible to 
judge of the reali nature of his opposi- 
tion to our passage of the river, but I 
have every reason to conclude that 
strong rear guards, at least three army 
corps, were holding the passage early 
in the morning of the 13th. 

Brigade Crossed on Virder. 

“On that morning I. ordered the 
British forces to advance and make 
good the Aisne.

The 
First Division was directed on Chanou- 
ille via the canal bridge, at Bourg. On 
the right, the cavalry and First Divi- 
sion met with little opposition and found 
Passage by means of the canal aque- 
duct, which crosses the river. This di- 
vision therefore was able to press on, 
supported by the cavalry on the outer 
flank, driving the enemy before it. 

“On the left the leading troops of the 
Second Division reached the river by 9 
o'clock. “The Fifth Infantry Brigade 
only was able to cross the river in sin- 
gie file, under considerable shell fire. 
by means of a broken girder of a bridge, 
which was not entirely submerged in 
the river. A pontoon bridge was con- 
structed by 5 o’clock in the afternoon. 

“The Fourth Guards Brigade met with 
severe opposition at Chavonne, and only 
late in the afternoon were able to estab- 
lish a foothold on the northern bank of 
the river. 

“By nightfall the First Division occu- 
pied the area around Moulins, Paissy 
and Geny. The Second Division bivou- 
acked on the southern bank of the 
river, leaving only the Fifth Brigade 
on the north bank to establish a bridge 
head. The Second Corps found all the 
bridges destroyed except at Conde, 
which was: in possession cf the enemy 
and remained so until the end of the 
battle. 

’ Force Is Rafted Across. 

“In the approach to Missy, where the 
Fifth Division eventually crossed, there 
is some open ground, which was swept 
by artillery fire from the opposite bank. 
The Thirteenth Brigade, therefore, was 
unable to advance, but the Fourteent, 
directed to a less exposed point, was 
rafted over and at night established 
itself on the left of St. Marguerite, 
where later, with the Fifteenth Brigade, 
supported by the Fourth Division. on 
their left, succeeded in repelling heavy 
counter attacks on the Third Corps. 

“On the morning of the Thirteenth 
the Third Corps found the enemy estab- 
lished in strength on Vregny Plateau 
The Twelfth Infantry crossed at Veni- 
sel, but the bridge was so damaged 
that the artillery could only be man- 
handled across it. Meanwhile the con- 
struction of a bridge began close to the 
road bridge at Venizel. 


“At 2 p. m. an infantry attack in the 
direction of Chivres and Vregny had 
made good progress, but at 6.8 p. m., 
the enemy's artillery and machine gun 
fire from the direction of Vregny be- 
came #0 severe that no further progress 
could be made. The positions reached 
were held until dark. The Third Corps 
made an‘attempt to throw a heavy 
pontoon across the river late in the aft-

“In the evening the enemy retired at 
all points and entrenched himself on 
high ground about two miles north of 
the river along which runs the Chemin 
des Dames. Detachments of infantry, 
however, strongly entrenched in com- 
manding positions down the slopes and 
on various spurs were left in front of 
all three army corps, with powerful ar- 
tillery in support of them. 

“During the night of the 18th and 
on the 14th and following days field 
companies incessantly worked night and 
day throwing eight pontoons and one 
foot bridge across the iver under 
heavy artillery fire, which was inces- 
santly kept up on most of the crossings 
after their completion. The other wag- 
on and railway bridges were temporar- 
ily prepared to take foot passengers. 
One would take a weight up to six tons. 

“The operations of the field companies 
during this trying time were worthy the 
best traditions of the Royal Engineers. 

General Advance Ordered. 

“Wet weather added to the difficulties. 
On the evening of the 14th it was still 
impossible to decide whether the enemy 
Was only making a temporary halt or 
intended to stand and defend his posti- 
tion. With a view to clearing the sit- 
uation, I ordered a general advance. 
The action of the first corps on this day 
under the direction and command cf 
Sir Douglas’ Haig was of so_ skillful, 
bold and decisive a character that he 
gained positions which alone would have 
enabled me to maintain my position for 
more than three weeks of very severe 
fighting on the north bank of the river. 

“By noon of this day the position 
roughly was that two brigades extended 
along a line running east and west: on 
the north a line to Troyon, on the south 
to Chemin des Dames. 

“About 1 p. m. the enemy obtained a 
footing between the first and second 
corps and threatened to cut the com- 
munications of the latter. Gen. Haig 
was hard pressed and had no reserve 
in hand. I placed a cavalry division at 
his disposal, part of which he skillfully 
used to prolong and secure the left flank 
of the guards brigade. Some heavy 


fighting ensued, which resulted in the 


enemy being driven back with er 
loss. 

“About 4 o’clock a weakening of the 
counter attacks by the enemy and other 
indications tended to show that his re- 
sistance was decreasing and a general 
advance was ordered by the army corps 
commander. Although meeting with 
considerable opposition and coming tn- 
der very’ heavy artillery and rifle fire. 
the position of the corps at the end of 
the day’s operations extended from the 
Chemin Des Dames on the right through 
Chivy to Le Cour de Soupir, with the 
first cavairy brigade extending te the 
Chavonne-Solssons road. On the right 
the corps was im close touch with the 
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corps, which were entrenched in Eche- | 


lon to its right rear. During the night 
they entrenched this position. 
Pays Tribute to Gen. Haig. 

“Throughout the battle of the Aisne 
this advanced and commanding position 
was maintained and I cannot speak too 
highly of the valuable services rendered 
by Sir Douglas Haig and the army 
corps under his command. 

“Day after day, night after night, the 
enemy’s infantry has been hurled 
against him in violent counter attack. 
which has never on any one occasion 
succeeded, While the trenches all over 
his position have been under continuous 
and heavy artillery fire. 

“The operations of the First Corps 
on this day resulted in the capture of 
several hundred prisoners and some 
field pieces and machine guns. The 
casualties were very severe, one brigade 
alone losing’ three of its four Colonels. 

“The Third Division commenced a 
further advance tnd had‘Adarly reached 
the plateau of Aizy when they were 
driven back by a powerful counter at- 
tack supported by a heavy artillery. 
The division, however, fell back in the 
best order and finally .entrenched itself 
about a mile north of Vailly bridge, ef- 
fectively covering its passage. 

“The Fourth and Fifth Divisions were 
unable to do more than maintain their 
ground. 

“On the morning of the fifteenth, 
after a close examination, I became 
convinced that the enemy was making 
a determined stand. This was con- 
firmed by reports reaching me froni 
the French armies operating on my 
right and, left, Which closely indicate: 
that the enemy was occupying a strong- 
ly entrenched line along the whole val- 
ley of the Aisne. A few days previous- 
ly the fortress of Maubeuge had fallen 
and a quantity of siege artillery had 
been brought from there to strengthen 
the enemy’s front. 

Shells Had 10,000-Yard Range. 

‘During the day, shells, judged by ex- 
perts to be from eight-inch guns, feil 
on our position. These had a range o* 
10,000 yards, and during the course of 
the battle our troops have suffered 
heavily from this fire, although latterly 
its effects have been largely mitigated 
by more efficient and thorough en- 
trenching, the necessity for which I im- 
pressed strongly upon the army corps 
commanders. 

“As the enemy was able to bring 4 
flank fire on it, the Fifth Division was 
unable to maintain its position and had 
to retire back to the river east of Missy, 
where, with great skill and tenacity, 
Major-General Sir Charles Ferguson 
maintained his position throughout the 
whole battle, although Ris trenches were 
on lower ground than those of the ene- 
my on a plateau only 400 yards away. 

“Gen Hamilton, with the Third Divi- 
sion, attacked vigorously and regained 
the ground lost on the fourteenth. 


“IT was compelled to change my plans 
when I learned that the further advance 
of the First Corps would have dan- 
gerously exposed my ‘right flank and 
further learned from the French com- 
mander-in-chief that he was strongly 
reinforcing the Sixth French army on 
my left, with the intention of bringing 
up the allied left to attack the enemy's 
flank and thus compel his retire- 
ment. © ° ° 

“On the 17th, 18th and 19th the whole 
of our line was heavily bombarded. The 
first corps was heavily and constantly 
engaged. On the afternoon of the 17th 
the right flank of the first division was 
seriously threatened. The enemy's at- 
tack was ultimately driven back with 
heavy losses. 

Gen. Joffre Changed Pian. 

“On the 18th information reached me 
that Gen. Joffre had found it necessary 
to make a new plan and to attack and 
envelop the German right flank. It was 
evident to me that the battle In which 
we had been engaged since the th 
must last some days lorcer, until the 
flank movement could be felt and the 
way opened to drive the enemy from his 
positions.

The panic that the friends of privilege 
had predicted did not follow. Business 
has already adjusted itself to the new 
conditions with singular ease and elas- 
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ticity, because the new conditions arz 
in fact more normal than the old. The 
revenue lost by the import duties was

Until the war ends and until its effects 
upon manufacture and commerce have 
been correéted we shall have to impose 
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additional taxes to make up for the loss 
of such part of our import duties as 
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ports themselves—a veritable war tax, 
though we are not at war; for war, and 
only war, is the cause of it. 

It is fortunate that the reduction of 
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the duties came first. The import duties 
collected under the old tariff constituted 
a. much larger proportion of the whole 
revenue of the Government than do the 
duties under the new. A still larger pro- 
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portion of the revenue would have been 
cut off by the war had the old taxes 
stood, and a larger war tax would have 
been necessary as a consequence. No 
miscalculation, no lack of foresight, has 
created the necessity for the taxes, but 
only a great catastrophe world wide in 
its operation and effects. 

. Business Freedom Restored. 

With similar purpose and in a like 
temper the Congress has sought, in the 
trade commission bill and in the Clayton 
bill, to make men in a small way of 
business as free to succeed as men in a 
big way, and to kill monopoly in the 
aeed. Before these bills were passed the 
law was already clear enough that mo- 
nopolies once formed were illegal and 
could be dissolved by direct process of|~ 
law and those who had created them 
punished as for crime.

We have seen tHe nature and the 
power of monopoly exhibfted.

We feel that our people are 
safe only in the fields of free individual 
endeavor where American genius and 
initiative are not guided by a few men 
as in recent years, but made rich by 
the activities of a multitude, as in days 
now almost forgotten. We will not con- 
went that an ungovernable giaht should 
be reared to full stature in the very 
household of the Government itself. 

Ourrency Bill Broadens Credit. 

In like manner by the currency bill we 
have created a democracy of credit 
such as has never existed in this coun- 
try before. For a generation or more 
we have known and admitted that we 
had the worst banking and currency 
system in the world, because the volu- 
ume of our currency was wholly in- 
olastio; that is, because there was more 
than enough at certain seasons to meet 
the demands of commerce and credit, 
and at other times far too little; that 
we could not lessen thre volume when 
we needed less nor increase it when we 


duce periodic panics; and everybory said 
that it ought to be changed and 
changed very radically; but nobody took 
effective steps to change it until the 
present Congress addressed itself to the 
task with genuine resolution and an in- 
telligence which expressed itself in 
definite action. And now the thing is 
done.

J. T. Nixon and J. W. Lusk, receivers 
tor the Frisco; Edward Chambers, vice- 
president of the Santa Fe; C. G. Burn- 
ham, vice-president of the Burlington;

the Missouri Pacific; F. H. Britton, 
president of the Cotton Belt, and J. N.

Bush, who spoke first, told the Gov- 
ernor that the Rock Island, the M. K.

The strain on the railroads, he said, 
was almost at the breaking point when 
the opening of the European war sud- 
denly destroyed credit and wrecked the 
world’s financial fabric. The railroads, 
he said, suffered most heavily from its 
effect. 

The attitude of the state and nation- 
al governments toward the roads, Bush 
said, had ‘so impaired the railroads’ 
credit that they had to pay exorbitant 
interest on loans before the war be- 
gan. 

“Now,” he concluded, “‘it will be many 
years before a market can be found in 
Europe fof American securities and 
American financiers are being forced 
to take over millions of securities now 
held by European bankers.”’

“The income, applicable to interest, 
dividends and surplus during the fiscal 
year just closed was $264,900,000, or 4.02 
per cent upon the total capital obliga- 
tions, this return also being lower than 
any in 15 years.”’ 

“A war such as that tow raging 
caused great and, immediate disturbance 
to industry, commerce and finance. It 
caused contraction of credit and great 
restriction if not the actual stoppage of 
international trade as well as serious 
disturbances to domestic commerce, and, 
as we have seen, it has thrown the se- 
curity markets of the world, first into 
panic and then into suspension of opera- 
tions.

ELEN WARD, in Edward Locke's 
H new play, “The Revolt,’’ which 
began its engagement at the Shu- 
bert Theater on Sunday evening, 50 
truthfully depicts its central figure of 
a good wife, soul-shaken to desperation 
by the neglect and taunting * 4» of a 
profligate husband, that she % an 
exceedingly perilous second ac. f its 
otherwise inevitable effensiveness an1d 
makes it a peculiarly pitiful and heart- 
moving tragedy instead. 

In this second act, Anna Stephens, the 

wife, having left her home in the night 
following the insouciant return of John 
Stephens, the husband, from one of his 
almost continuous evenings of gay life 
with the women for whom he neglects 
his wife, in somgthing like the frenzy 
of madness flees to the Riverside Drive 
apartments of a woman of that type, 
whom she had Known as a girl at 
school, and herself recklessly essays 
the “joys of womanly defiance of 
moral law. 
The resgult,: due to. the exquisitely 
faithful and delicate playing of Miss 
Ware, is poignantly pathetic. Her Anna 
Stephens in the environment of absolute 
evil is a never-to-be-forgotten drawing. 
She succeeds in picturing to its utter- 
most detail of keen anguish the sure ex- 
perience of such a woman in such an 
environment. She reveals with profound 
insight the psychology of the situation. 

One is not permitted to forget for an 
instant the searing shock of Anna 
Stephens’s half-crazed encountering. 
One finds it impossible to dwell upon 
the surface-coarseness of the scene’s ac- 
tion. The soul study of Anna Stephens 
is the all-absorbing feature of the act. 

The play’s story, told simply and at 
times very conventionally, is strongly 
and shrewdly shaped, not only for 
cumulative dramatic effect but for cre- 
ating the basis of plausibility necessary 
to justify its appeal as a human docu- 
ment. 

The goading of the wife to her one 
mad deed of retributive wrong con- 
vincingly is shown. It is not overdone. 
It is appallingly true, given certain con- 
ditions of character and viewpoints cf 
life. And the final adjustment of things, 
making possible the reuniting of hus- 
band and wife with a promise of whole- 
some happiness won from bitter experi- 
ence, is brought about by what, though 
tagged as banally conventional, is in 
reality about the one and only means 
of rescue possible in such cases—the 
love of husband and wife alike for the 
child of their early love.

The opening ceremonies of the New 
Cathedral yesterday morning began and 
ended with music made familiar to St. 
Louisans in the Pageant and Masque of 
St. Louis in Forest Park last May. 

The processional entry of prelates, 


.. priests and seminarians was made while 


organ and orchestra filled the great 
Byzantine interior of the Lindell boule- 
vard edifice with the strains of the 
“Yeni Creator,’’ the chief processional 
air of the Masque. And as the line 
passed out, two hours later, the instru- 
ments played, and the choir and people 
gang, the same hymn of tianksgiving 
which the kneeling Spanish soldiers, in 
an early scene of the Pageant, sang be- 
fore the cross planted on he future site 
of St. Louis. 

Of course the Pageant, not the church, 
was the borrower of these rich bits of 
ceremoniah But there was a certain fit- 
ness in the linking together of these two 
events which, coming in the same year, 
will stand in the city’s history as high 
expressions of its civic and religious 
spirit. 

More Than 6000 Attend. 

More than 6000 persons attended the 
opening exercises. For many of tkem, 
participation in this event was the 
crowning privilege of a lifctime, For 
Archbishop Glennon, who has brought 
this t work to pass in the compara- 


tively few years of his administration of 
sthe diocese, the occasion was no less 


than a triumph. 

The actual dedication, or consecration, 
of the cathedral, will take place a year 
or more hence. At that time a much 


“greater attendance of church dignitaries 


may be expected than yesterday's mod- 
est line of a half dozen bishops. But so 
far as the public is concerned, the cere- 
monies can hardly be richer than were 
those of the blessing and first mass.

Mrs. Carman appeared to be self- 
possessed, but became increasingly 
nervous as the proceedings progressed 
She whispered often to her husband and 
counsel during the selection of the jury 
William Bailey, whose wife was mur- 
dered, sat within 10* feet of her, but 
apparently she did not see him. 

Several talesmen were excused because 
they said Dr. Carman had professional- 
ly attended them or members of their 
family. Others were excused on an-

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At Pilgrim’s Rest 


A South African Fourth of. July Celebration in Which Califor- 
nia Joe’s Racing String of Oxen Win the Entire 
Townsite, Including the Postoffice.

ifornia Joe, was known by name 

and reputation to every gold dig- 
ger tn South Africa during the early 
seventies, yet there was one side to his 
character that was not fully appreciated 
until some time after his arrival at 
Pilgrim’s Rest—his devotion to the 
“Stars and Stripes.’’ 

Pilgrim’s Rest, with its populatien of 
1000 whites, half British subjects and 
_ perhaps a hundred Americans, is situ- 
ated, about 150 miles nortiwest from 
Delagoa Bay, and as you approach the 
place from the Transvaal bide, you no- 
tice the wagon road before you winds 
up a very precipitous and rocky hill 
to a plateau above, on whith the flag- 
pole, the courthouse, the postoffice and 
ithe liquor saloons were at that time 
located, 

There are four distinct breaks or hori- 
zontal ridges on the face of this hill, 
and the particular piece of ground from 
the plain below to the plateau abuve 
was known as the Devil's Knuckies 
Now, from the fact that every pound 
of provisions, every bottle of “cape 
smoke,” brandy and “blue ruin” gin 
had to be hauled up this four-ribbed 
precipice, it is easy to understand that 
the diggefs took considerable interest 
in the Devil’s Knuckles. 

At that time it was not known with 
any degree of certainty whether Pil- 
grim’s Rest belonged to the Boers, the 
Portuguese or the British, and to set- 
tle the question forever the British 
residents got together and put up a 
flagstaff. But befor: they had time 
to hoist their flag the irish contingent 
appeared upon the scene, and as these 
who did not want to start a row were 
in the majority, the flagpole :emained 
unadorned. 

It was then that the American colony 
suddenly became aware that it had a 
country, too, which was “some pota- 
toes.” Forthwith its representative— 
California Joe—notified the holiday com- 
mittee of Diggers’ day, the one day in 
the year which had been chosen for a 
general jollification at the fields, and 
which happened to fall on the Fourth 
of July, that it would be a good idea to 
hoist the Stars and Stripes on the afore- 
mentioned British flagpole on the 
Fourth, leaving the pole at the serv- 
ig of the other nations for the rest of

UT as unanimous consent could not 
be obtained to this proposition, 
the diggers’ committee finally de- 

cided upon a novel competition to settle 
the flag-raising question. The rival na- 
tions were severally invited to enter 
@ span of oxen and wagon in a hill- 
climbing contest up the Devil’s Knuckle, 
to be held on the morning of Diggers’ 
day. 

By 6 o'clock on the morning of that 
day, fully fifteen hundred diggers and 
friends from Mac-Mac, Leydenburg and 
surrounding places, as well as two or 
three thousand Kaffirs, were spread out 
over the Knuckles, anxiously awaiting 
for the first span to start. : 

It was calculated that nine-tenths of 
the diggers in Pilgrim's Rest had 
Wagered every ounce of gold dust in 
their possession on their favorite span, 
and consequently it was a very noisy 
and excited crowd. 

Five spans of oxen were entered in 
the contest, and in drawing for the ro- 
tation in starting, the Americans took 
the last place. 

The first'on the list was the German 
entry, a heavy, deep-chested and. pow- 
erful span of Basuto cattle, 24 in num- 
ber. They crested the firat Knuckle in 
8 minutes and 16 seconds, thé second in 
6 minutes and 20 seconds, the third in 
Ti minutes and 62 seconds and crossed 
the line at the top In an even 16 min- 
utes, beating the recerd for the alimb 
by a few seconds. 

Then the Irish span of Natal oxen 
went up in gallant style and beat the 
Germans by 20 seconds. The Boer span 
of long-horned Cape steers then tried 
it, but couldn’t stand the pace, and 
broke down completely before reaching 
the top. + 

Next in order came the British string. 
This was a magnificent span of red 
oxen with white bellies, driven by a 
veteran transport rider, a Scotchman 
named McIntosh. After the grandest 
kind of a drive, which was finished 
amid a pandemonium of noise and ex- 
citement, they succeeded in tying the 
Irishmen to the splitting of a second. 
Ajax Makes a Suggestion. . 
INALLY the great loaded buck 
F wagon was again run down to the 

foot of the hill, and the American 
string of 28 coal-black Zulu steers was 
quickly lined up and slipped under the 
yokes. Then the driver of the.team, a 
giant Kaffir, bearing the name of Ajax 
and conceded to be the cleverest whip 
In all South Africa, had a conference 
with California Joe. 

“Look here, Boss,” said the Kaffir,

cattle are driven past the witch doc- 
tors and the head doctor points his 
finger at a steer and yells, ‘Bulala,’ 
which means kill.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 19.—Predicting 
that the close of the European war Will 
be the signal for a tremendous Jewish 


seph Krauskopf, president of the Na- 
tional Farm School, near Doylestown, 
at the annual meeting of the school yes. 
terday, urged that plans be made at 
once for sending the thousands of immi- 
grants “back to the soil,” and thug 
prevent congestion in the tenement 
house districts of great Eastern cities. 
Dr. Krauskopf declared that unless 
immediate action were taken the 
American nation would be confronted 
with the problem of doubling :ts re- 
lief associations, building dozens of 
tuberculosis sanatoria and increasing 
the number of reformatories. 

“One of the results of the prosen! 
war,” said Dr. Krauskopf, “will be a 
decline in industrialism which will 
force the people back to the soil. 
“We are on the verge of the largest 
immigration in the history of our peo- 
ple. From all over Europe, and from 
the whole starved Orient they will flock 
hither by the thousands as soon as thé 
avenues of escape are open. When 
they come, what shall we do with them? 
“The war now rages fiercest in Aus- 
tria and German Poland, which has 
been called the ‘Jewish country,’ and 
its weight rests heaviest on the Jews. 
Regardless of the outcome of the strug: 
gle, the Jews must lose, and, knowing 
the attitude of other nations as we do 
we know they will come to America."’

GERMAN BANK 


Total Holdings Since War 


Began Have Increased 
$111,000,000.

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—The Evening 

Post, in its copyrighted daily finan- 

cial review today, says: 

“There was much news 
ing on financial affairs. The opening 
of the freight rate hearing before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission at 
Washington was naturally the devel- 
opment of most interest, and came in 
for a great deal of discussion. The 
news from the front was highly sug- 
Semis, and the offensive canipaign 

waged by the allies, with the indica- 
tions that the advance of the Ger- 
mans had been checked, had a reas- 
suring effect after the news of the 

German successes a few days ago. 

The strong showing by the banks, in 

their weekly statement of last Sat- 

urday, had a sentimental influence 

a the money market, and offer- 
— of money by the banks, both on 
l and on time, were larger than 

they were at the close of last week. 

“Another withdrawal of . $420,000 
gold wae made for shipment. to Otta- 
wa, and the bankers made further 
eregrees in the formation of the gold 
pool to help out the cotton growers. 
Some formal announcement will prob- 
ppd be made in a day or two, al- 
though the movement takes in s0 
many banks as to make it difficult 
for se in charge of the negotia- 
tions td close the transaction at once. 

rhe fund has to be carefully distrib. 
uted in order to provide the needed 
assistance, and it is probable that the 
Federal Reserve Board will make use 
of the currency associations in its 
effort to place the money where it 
will do the most good. These arrange- 
ments have not been completed yet, 
but there is no doubt that the banks 
of this city will willingly tab their 
portion of the fund as soon as the 
Federal Reserve Board acts in the 
matter. 

Bank of Germany Gains Gold. 

“The Imperial Bank of Germany re- 
ported today another weekly gain in 
gold, the increase this time being $7,500,- 
000. This makes an increase of $111,000,- 
000 reported since the war began, and as 
et, none of the explanations offered 
oes more than explain it imperfectly. 
“The $60,000,000 or thereabouts from 
Spandau Castle has no doubt been hand- 
ed over to the Reichsbank, but the oth- 
er theory that the balance of $60,000,000 
represents voluntary payments of gold 
in exchange for notes is wholly unsatis- 
factory—that is, -untess -all previous 
principles of political economy have been 
turned upside down. 
“Today's Government report on our 
agricultural exports in September brings 
into strong light the one greatest advan- 
tage and the one greatest handicap to 
our trade. In quantity, our wheat ship- 
ments of last month far surpassed all 
September figures in our history. The 
previous September maximum, for wheat 
and flour combined, was the 25,868,000 
bushels sent in that month of 1897, in 
the European ‘famine season.’ Last 
month we sent 31,268,000, which is double 
the September total of any year in a 
fiecade past. The value of all our Sep- 
tember breadstuffs exports, $45,330,000, 
was not only $27,400,000 above 1913—an 
increase of 150 per cent—but exceeds by 
$10,600,000 the largest value ever reached 
in the. corresponding month. 
‘(On the other hand, this country ex- 
ported last month, to all the outside 
world, only 125,778 bales of cotton—a de- 
crease of 804,534 bales from September, 
1913, and the smallest September total 
in more than a quarter of a century. As 
against the increase of $27,400,000 over 
last year, in the value of our exported 
breadstuffs, value of the month’s cotton 
exports decreased $59,900,000. If we had 
equaled last year’s September cotton 
showing, we should fairly have matched 
its total export figures, which in values 
were exactly $62,061,211 above this year’s 
total. 

“Tt should be pointed out, however, 

that the autumn cotton exports of 1913 

was abnormally large; also that cotton 

shipments have increased substantially 
during the present month. As for the 
question, whether our large grain ex- 
ports will continue, the estimate of our 

Department of Agriculture, on the whole 

world’s wheat crop of this year, throws 

some light on the subject. 

“Notwithstanding our own unprece- 

dented harvest, the world’s production 

decreased 484,000,000 bushels from 1913, or 
more than 9 per cent. Reckoned on an- 
other basis, production in all countries 
outside the United States has this year 

decreased 513,000,000 bushels from 1913, 

or slightly over 15 per cent, and its total 

was the smallest in half a dozen years. 

“What it will be in 1915 with 20,000,000
